Mexican-Indian background. Luis 
needed no pep talk to get up for this 
one. He was so ready, in fact, he 
charged The Sheik before the match 
began, belting him with his jacket 
and The Sheik’s own prayer rug. 
Referee Tiger Tasker finally sepa- 
rated them, signalled for the bell 
to be rung, and declared the match 
underway. Martinez battled his heart 
out, but The Sheik produced a pencil 
from somewhere (Farouk didn’t give 
it to him since Layton was watching

The Sheik was panic-stricken now, 
and only when Farouk grabbed him 
and led him back to the dressing 
room did he escape the impending 
slaughter. But Lord Layton was 
angry—something unusual for the 
mild-mannered star—and he im- 
mediately stormed down to promo- 
ter Frank Tunney’s office and de- 
manded a match with The Sheik. 

“For years I’ve sat quietly by 
watching this maniac terrorize wres- 
tlers,” Layton, still boiling, told us. 
“I always bent over backwards to be 
fair to him and Farouk. I was even 
criticized for giving them a chance 
to give their side of the story. I didn’t 
like The Sheik but I always tried to

T HE CAPACITY CROWD in 

New York’s Madison Square 
Garden was stunned. Bruno Sammar- 
tino had been defeated after eight 
years as World Wide Wrestling Fed- 
eration champion. And to make mat- 
ters worse—the new king was a Rus- 


sian of enormous Strength and ter- 


rible disposition named Ivan... Ivan

and experts feel it's the best one in all wrestling. 


Koloff. 

Koloff lasted as champion for only 
a month before losing his title in a 
highly disputed match to present 
champion Pedro Morales. Then, as 
far as eastern fans were concerned, 
Ivan Koloff simply disappeared from 
the scene as quickly and explosive- 
ly as he had appeared on it only 
shortly before. 

What happened to Ivan Koloff? 
Plenty, according to him and _ his 
manager, The Big K. And, what's 
going to happen to Koloff may prove 
even more significant than his past. 


ivan Koloff, the young, enor- 
mously powerful Russian, won 
the W.W.W.F. title from Bruno 
Sammartino, lost it to Pedro 
Morales, then seemingly dis- 
appeared. But he’s back now 
with a new manager. And they 
have their sights set on Verne 
Gagne’s A.W.A. championship 
belt. 








Through an interpreter, we asked 
Ivan and Big K for the inside story 
behind his title defeat and sudden 
disappearance from New York. His 
answers were those of an angry and 
determined wrestler. 

“I have no quarrels with the man 
I defeated, Bruno Sammartino, 
said Koloff, “even though I know 


he wanted Morales to take the title 
from me. That is his privilege. I 
would just like to say that my many 
matches with Sammartino were the 
toughest ones I ever had. He is a 
strong wrestler, a talented wrestler, 
a champion wrestler. I have nothing 
but great respect for Bruno Sam- 
martino. And since I was the man 
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who finally won his belt I would hope 
he has respect for me. 

“However, I do not have any re- 
spect at all for those people who al- 
lowed my title to be stolen from me 
by upholding what was obviously 
an illegal pin by Morales. And I in- 
clude Morales himself in that cate- 
gory for accepting the champion- 
ship under such questionable cir- 
cumstances. I felt I could not uphold 
my dignity and continue to wrestle 
in that area. So I left. I went back to 
Russia.” 

While in Russia Koloff brooded 
about his title. But he also knew he 
had trained too long, worked too 
hard and was simply too good to give 
it up. He was determined to return 
to the United States and prove him- 
self. After all, after so many others 
had failed, it was Ivan Koloff who 
defeated Sammartino. If he was that 
good—he had to return. 

Ivan’s decision to return fit in with 
the manner of the person he is. Born 
in Kiev, Russia, Ivan began wrestling 
when he was nine, the age at which 
all Soviet youths are expected to be- 
gin participation in at least one sport. 
He progressed quickly, winning a 
series of amateur championships at 
different age levels. He was so good 
he remained the amateur champion 
until he was 19. Then he turned pro. 
The last five of his 10 years as a pro 
have been spent in the United States. 
For 20 of his 29 years Ivan Koloff 
has been a wrestler. You don’t throw 
away that kind of training and ex- 
perience because of a “bum de- 
cision.” 

With his mind made up to return, 
Ivan’s next thought was to get a top- 
flight manager, one who would not 
let him be cheated as he felt he was 
in New York. He selected the Big 
K, partly because they had met each 
other in the Far East, and partly be- 
cause of the manner in which he 
handled Kobayashi. Through an in- 
terpreter, the two got together, work- 
ed out a contract, and made plans 
for Ivan’s conquest of the heavy- 
weight title. ..a different heavy- 
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Koloff rips at the nose and mouth of Kenny Jay. The “Russian Bear” is 
so enormously powerful he usually wrestles two opponents at one time. 
He can lift 600 pounds, has 22-inch biceps and a 58-inch chest. Ivan 
has been wrestling for 20 of his 29 years—10 of them as a pro. 


weight title. 

“I was honored to have a wres- 
tler of Ivan’s ability ask me to man- 
age him,” The Big K said. “Young 
wrestlers are always asking managers 
to take them on. But when a former 
heavyweight champion, a man who 
defeated Bruno Sammartino asks you 
to manage him, that is an honor. I 
jumped at the chance—although I 
didn’t realize the obstacles that were 
waiting for us.” 

The first obstacle was Koloff him- 
self, so embittered and angered at 
what happened in New York, he 
wanted to kill every opponent he 
met. “I had to convince him that 
no matter what he did he could never 


erase what had already happened,” 
K pointed out. “I showed him that 
brooding over the past was affect- 
ing his ability. We're going after a 
new champion now—Verne Gagne. 
We have to forget Morales.” 

The second obstacle was getting 
a match with Gagne. No man wants 
to wrestle the man who defeated 
Bruno Sammartino. And when Ko- 
loff beat Sailor Art Thomas in a 
“battle of strength,” everybody else 
began running scared. Ivan was 
forced to accept handicap bouts in 
which he faced two wrestlers, so fear- 
ed was his strength. 

Koloff is possibly the strongest 
wrestler in the world—bar none. 





No wrestler has ever emerged victorious after Koloff applied his 
backbreaker. He lifts opponents as easily as you might lift a 
pencil. “I could break all their backs if I want to,” Ivan noted. 


He maintains his strength by con- 
stantly lifting weights as much as 
600 pounds. His biceps measure 22 
inches as does his powerful neck. 
Koloffs chest tells you why they 
call him the “Russian Bear.” It mea- 
sures 58 inches around. His calves 
and thighs are like tree trunks. His 
muscular back and shoulders look 
as if they could move buildings. 

“What most people might consid- 
er an incredible feat of strength is 
just an average every day occur- 
rence for Ivan,” The Big K explained. 
“That’s why he doesn’t mind meet- 
ing two opponents at once. He isn't 
concerned. And so far he’s handled 
them all like babies.” 


Another obstacle in their road 
to the championship is what The 
Big K calls the ‘prejudice’ of Ameri- 
can wrestling fans. 

“Wrestling fans here want to see 
only American champions. They 
don’t realize wrestling is an inter- 
national sport. But fans here—fans 
who are supposed to be the most 
affluent and bighearted in the world 
—say they believe in the internation- 
al brotherhood of man but they 
don’t. They're hypocrites. 

“I've worked very hard to put 
wrestling on an international level 
...to let fans in this country see the 
greatest foreign grapplers and vice 
versa. So what happens? I bring a

great international star like Koba- 
yashi here so the fans can see him 
and I’m immediately called a ‘Jap- 
lover!’ Now I’m guiding the career 
of Ivan Koloff and the same fans 
call me a ‘Commie-lover’ or a ‘pinko.” 
Even my little daughter gets this 
treatment in school!” 

As a result, The Big K has gotten 
his recognition outside of the United 
States. He was recently honored by 
the Japanese government which gave 
him a medal for promoting inter- 
national brotherhood. “How many 
wrestling fans can say that?” he 
asked. “They're too busy wallowing 
in their own prejudices to realize 
that people like Kobayashi and Ko- 
loff are kind, wonderful and talented 
human beings.” 

Koloff does not agree with every- 
thing The Big K says—just most of 
it. “I cannot say all the American 
fans are bad,” he said, “because after 
I lost my title I received a number 
of letters from fans saying they were 
sorry I had to lose the title under 
such circumstances. But they are in 
the minority. The others do not like

Why do midgets agree to those “mixed matches”— 
matches in which they often wind up testing their 80 
or so pounds against wrestlers three times their size? 
Think it’s unfair? It may well be unfair... but not to the 
midgets!

W HEN THE IDEA for mixed matches was 
first proposed, many critics objected 
to the idea of putting midgets in with non- 
midget wrestlers. The reason was obvious. 
If a midget wound up wrestling a non-midget— 
the midget wrestler would probably get wiped 
out. 

However, most midget wrestlers, anxious 
for the chance to show what they could do 
against non-midget wrestlers, didn't believe 
a word of it. "Give us a chance," they said. 


“Then, if it doesn't work out, you haven't lost 
anything.” 

The midgets were given a few chances. And 
now critics are wondering if the midgets are 
too good for the non-midget wrestlers. And 













one match that made them wonder was a girls’ 
tag team mixed match between Sandy Parker 
and Darling Dagmar against Toni Rose and 
Diamond Lil. 

Sandy and Toni are two of the most talented 
girls ever to step into a ring. And while they 
had their problems trying to subdue each 
other—it was Dagmar and Lil who made the 
difference. 

"When we were discussing the match,” 


Sandy told us, “Il suggested to Dagmar that 
we try to create a situation where | would be

sense." 

"| explained to Sandy,’ Dagmar said, “that 
many holds and moves she usually uses 
wouldn't work against a midget. For example, 
Sandy has one of the best dropkicks in the 
sport. But if she tried it on Diamond Lil, the 
odds were that she'd miss her completely and 
land flat on her back. She would have to aim 
her jump much lower to hit her and the target 
she'd be aiming at would be so much smaller. 
That's only one example.” 

According to Dagmar, the midgets would 
be just too fast for the non-midgets to handle, 
too small to employ any “flying” holds and, 
unbelievable as it sounds, strong enough to 
offset any strength holds. 

“The key to this match," Dagmar explained, 
"is to let me start off against Toni Rose. This 
would give them the matchup they'd want and 
Toni would be so frustrated at not being able 
to put any holds on me it would give us a big 
psychological advantage.” 

The more Sandy listened the more Dagmar 
made sense. What’Dagmar was telling her, in 
essence, was that in a mixed match the midgets 
have the advantage! 

Sandy and Dagmar set about trying to prove 
this strange point early, Sandy started off 
against Toni, but was in the ring only long 
enough to tag off to Dagmar. When Toni Rose 
saw this she almost did a backflip. She figured 
Sandy Parker had lost her mind. 

With a smile on her face. Toni went after 
Dagmar...and went atter Dagmar...and went 
after Dagmar. She couldn't catch her! Toni 
tried a flying headscissors. All she scissored 
was air. And when she finally got close enough 
to Dagmar to clamp on a hold—the midget 
hoisted Toni up in the air and bodyslammed 
her to the mat. 


Dagmar tagged off to Sandy and she

out until the other did. Finally, Dagmar went 
out and so did Diamond Lil.

Dagmar tagged off to Sandy Parker who went 
in for the pin, but Lil charged out of her corner 
and decked Sandy with a dropkick. 

In came Dagmar to chase Diamond Lil out. 
Again she lifted Toni in an airplane spin and 
again she slammed her to the mat. She tagged 
off to Sandy who took over where Dagmar had 
left off. Except this time, when Sandy applied 
a body press, Darling Dagmar stood on her 
back waving a fist at Diamond Lil who was 
ready to charge in again. 

Lil charged, but it was too late. The count 
was over, and in her anger she wound up 
slugging Toni Rose instead of her opponents. 
And Toni, who had just lived through one of 
her most unbelievable nights, just sat on the 
canvas and shook her head. 

“See,"" pointed out Dagmar, "| told you. The 
strategy worked. | knew it would. Remember, 
midgets are used to living in a big world, al- 
though previously we've wrestled only other 
midgets.

So the next time you see a mixed match in 
which a midget winds up against a non-midget 
wrestler—don't feel sorry for the midget 
wrestler.

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match with those Kangaroos,” Tony 
Marino said, “but their manager, Cry- 
baby Cannon, has refused, saying we 
weren't good enough. He said we 
hadn't beaten anybody of impor- 
tance. So we gave him a list of the 
wrestlers we beat. He still said the 
same thing. No matter who we men- 
tioned he said they weren't ‘impor- 
tant’ enough, It was obvious he was 
ducking us.

Since Cannon absolutely refused 
to give Marino and Parisi a title 
shot—‘“the Italians’ were inven- 
ted.

to try and get us a match against 
the Kangaroos. When Cannon came 
into town to book some matches, the 
promoter asked him if he wanted 
his wrestlers to wrestle ‘the Italians.” 

“Cannon said he never heard of 
them and was told they were a new, 
young, up-and-coming team. That 
made Cannon happy. He doesn’t like 
to book his Kangaroos against any- 
body who might be trouble. So Can- 
non agreed to a one-fall, 15-minute 
match. 

“About two days before the match, 
Cannon came storming into the pro- 
moter’s office yelling that he was 
cheated. He saw the newspaper ad- 
vertisements for the upcoming show 
and the ads said that the Italians 
were Tony Marino and Tony Parisi. 
‘They tricked me!’ Cannon hollered. 
‘For that they must suffer!’ The pro- 
moter told me he could hardly keep a 
straight face. Cannon really cried, 
but there was nothing he could do. 
The match was signed and if he 





backed out he’d get hit with a tre- 
mendous fine. That’s how we finally 
got the match.” 

But getting the match and winning 
the match are two different things. 
The Italians knew they had to give a 
spectacular performance to force a 
title match. And after Cannon told 
the Kangaroos what happened—Al 
Costello and Don Kent would be out 
for blood! 

“We were sitting in a motel room 
watching the Monday night football 
game,” remembers Marino, “and at 
halftime they showed the highlights 
of the other games that weekend. 
That’s when it hit me. If we could 
get hold of films of some of the Kan- 
garoos’ matches and study them—it 
would have to be an advantage. So 
we called promoters all over the 
country asking for prints. The phone 
bill alone must have been a few hun- 
dred dollars. But we got the films 
and studied them for hours and 
hours. Tony took notes on everything 
we thought would help us. When we 
compiled the information and boiled 
it down there turned out to be seven 
basic fundamentals for us to concen- 
trate on.” 

“The best thing the Kangaroos 
have going for them is their fantastic 
teamwork,” Parisi said, going over 
the details. “If we were to have any 
hope of beating them, the first thing 
we had to do was cut off their fast 
tags. If we could do that—we had a 
chance. 

“Point two was the corners. The 
Kangaroos are most dangerous in the

corners. We had to stay out of there 
at all costs. The third point was stam- 
ina. Because of their heavy schedule 
as champions, the Kangaroos have 
built up tremendous staying power. 
These guys are in shape. We had to 
make sure, therefore, that both of 
us were ready to go for an hour— 
non-stop—even though the match 
would be only 15 minutes or less. The 
Kangaroos don’t stop for a second. 
“Fourth was finding counters for 
their three best holds, the Boomer- 
ang, the Claw hold, which they call 
the ‘Koala Clutch, and the Back- 
breaker. So actually, these are points 
four, five and six. We discovered 
that they win 95 percent of all their 
matches with one of these three 
holds! If we could come up with 
counterholds—it would force them 
to use a new finishing hold, some- 
thing they'd be uncomfortable with. 


Point seven was timing. What 
makes the Kangaroos so tough is 
their fantastic timing. Each one 
seems to know exactly what the other 
will do before he does it. This proved 
to be the most difficult of all, and I 
can't really say we succeeded on this 
one. The only way we could throw 
their timing off would be to slow 
things down. But that would affect 
our style as well.” 

The next thing the Italians needed 
were a pair of fast wrestlers who 
would imitate the Kangaroos’ moves 
during gym workouts. They asked 
Carlos Rocha, the very popular Por- 
tuguese champion, and Ben Justice, 
who had his own score to settle with 
the Kangaroos. It was Justice and his 
partner, the Stomper, who the Kan- 
garoos defeated in a tournament to 
win the world title. Justice and Rocha 
were happy to help. They looked at 
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Parisi flips Kent into a re- 

verse cradle for a pin. But Al 
Costello upset the hold when 
the referee counted to “two.” 


the films, studied the seven points, 
and worked out with Marino and 
Parisi. 

“The funny part,” recalls Marino, 
“was when we asked them to try the 
rough stuff. Both Carlos and Ben are 
scientific wrestlers, but we explained 
that the Kangaroos didn’t always rely 
on science. They felt bad about it 
but they slugged us around and 
stomped us pretty good.” 

The night of the match finally 
came upon the Italians and, if noth- 
ing else, no team had ever gone in 
against the Fabulous Kangaroos 
better prepared. And as the match 
developed, each point Marino and 
Parisi had discovered came up—and 
was covered. The fast tags were 
eliminated by forcing either Costello 
or Kent to the canvas for long peri- 
ods of time away from their corner. 
This also took care of the problem 
of getting trapped in the opposing 
corners. In addition, each time the 
Kangaroos did tag off—so did the 
Italians. They always had a fresh man 
ready. 

At about the five-minute mark. Al

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More than 25,000 fans were turned away as 
Bruno Sammartino celebrated his trium- 
phant return to California after a five-year 
absence. And what a return it was! 


T HAPPENS EVERY year. 

And every year it gets wilder 
and wilder. But this year, Olympic 
Auditorium promoter Mike Lebell'’s 
famous 22-man Battle Royal had 
an added attraction that resulted 
in a capacity crowd of 11,772, three 
jammed closed circuit theater out- 
lets, and almost 25,000 people be- 


ing turned away! 

The attraction? Bruno Sammar- 
tino, coming out of semi-retirement, 
to battle in his first Battle Royal 
ever! 

Bruno had been away from the 
Los Angeles area for more than 
five years, and when word of his 
appearance on the card got out, 


the Olympic ticket sellers were 
simply swamped. 

“We could have sold three times 
the number of tickets for this one,” 
said one Olympic spokesman. “Once 
the word got out that Sammartino 
was coming in—it seemed every- 
body in L.A. wanted a ticket.” 

And those lucky enough to get 
in were not disappointed. Sammar- 
tino battled 21 other wrestlers to 
win the extravaganza—much to 
the delight of the West Coast fans. 

“This is the greatest,” said one 
fan, standing with his 13-year-old 
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son. “For the past few years, ever 
since my boy has gotten interested 
in wrestling, he has been reading 
about Bruno Sammartino. I don’t 
know how many times Bruno has 
been on the cover of your maga- 
zines. My boy asked me if this guy 
was really that good. Well, tonight 
everybody found out. Bruno’s still 
the greatest!” 

Although Sammartino was the 
headliner, there were 21 other top 
wrestlers just itching to get their 
hands on the former champion. 
And at some point during the

one took a shot at Sammartino. 

The list of participants was awe- 
some. First there were the veterans 
of Battle Royals past. . . like former 
Battle Royal champion Rocky 
Johnson, Mil Mascaras, John Tolos, 
Kenji Shibuya, Earl Maynard, 
Massa Saito, and the notorious 
team of Black Gordman and Go- 
liath. There were faces new to the 
annual Battle Royal as well... like 
King Krow, Cowboy Frankie Laine, 
Raul Mata, Francisco Flores, Sal- 
vator Lothario, Wildman Arm- 
strong and Peace Brother #1. And 
to round it out, Lebell invited Hay- 
stack Calhoun, Dutch Savage, Dory 
Dixon, Pantera Negra, Tony Rocco, 
Ripper Collins and, of course, 
Bruno. As usual, Lebell remember- 
ed to invite arch enemies—rivals 
who use the Battle Royal to settle 
long-standing feuds and turn them 
into nothing less than legalized 
gang wars. 

It took announcer Jimmy Len- 
non almost 10 minutes to introduce 
all the combatants. But it took 


much longer to get rid of all the 
wrestlers until only two—Bruno 
Sammartino and Ripper Collins— 
remained. 

Rivalries figured to be settled 
early. Fans knew that Black Gord- 
man and Goliath would go after 
Shibuya and Saito—a pair they 
hate. But would they get them be- 
fore Earl Maynard and Rocky 
Johnson disposed of Goliath and 
Gordman? 

John Tolos and Mil Mascaras 
figured to be straining at the bit 
to get at each other while Tony 
Rocco had a few scores to settle 
with Dutch Savage. And as the 
wrestlers waited for the bell, each 
one seemed to be eying his victim, 
while at the same time being eyed 
as somebody else’s victim. 

If there would have been a prize 
awarded to the most active wres- 
tler—Dutch Savage would have 
won in a walk. Dutch belted every- 
one in sight as soon as the bell rang, 
and was personally responsible for 
the elimination of six wrestlers! 

Savage began... well... savage- 


ly, going after Peace Brother #1 
and giving him the ignominious 
honor of being the first to go. It 
figured. Savage just can’t stomach 
anything that has to do with peace. 
While he was busy with him, Gord- 
man and Goliath, as everyone fig- 
ured, headed right for the Japanese 
duo and recreated one of the many 
wars these villains have fought 
with each other. Salvator Lothario 
and La Pantera Negra double- 
teamed Wildman Armstrong, but 
were only half successful. Arm- 
strong was through, but he took 
Negra with him, with a hidden bit 
of help from Negra’s friend, Raul 
Mata, who later said it had been 
“a kick” helping Armstrong dump 
his buddy. 

The most humorous incident cen- 
tered around 620-pound Haystack 
Calhoun. Haystack didn’t have to 
chase anybody. He just stood 
there in mid-ring, watching wres- 
tlers bounce off him in all direc- 
tions. Nobody could budge him. It 
was Savage who came up with 
the idea of how to get rid of Cal- 
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Action swirls to the near side

houn. He and Ripper Collins ducked 
down behind Calhoun’s knees while 
Gordman, Goliath, Tolos and King 
Krow all charged. It worked. Hay- 
stack tumbled over backwards— 
and 12 wrestlers piled on him in 
the corner while the referee counted 
to three. 

Wrestlers were flying around 
left and right. Mil Mascaras trap- 
ped King Krow in a corner and got 
rid of him, but then Mil joined one 
of the strangest alliances ever seen 
in a Battle Royal. He got together 
with Shibuya, of all people, but it 
was understandable. Shibuya, 
Dory Dixon, Raul Mata, Francisco 
Flores and Mil all ganged up on 
Goliath and Black Gordman. 

Goliath and Gordman stood 
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‘back-to-back for mutual protection, 
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an old street fighting gimmick, but 
it did no good. Mascaras, Shibuya 
and Flores dumped Gordman over 
the top rope, and when Goliath 
turned around to pull his partner 
back, he was uplifted by Dixon 
and Mata. And Cowboy Frankie 
Laine, who had started the whole 
thing by dragging Gordman into 
the ropes, didn’t even get in on the 
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fun of seeing Gordman topple out. 
He was lying in a corner, dazed 
by a savage karate chop from Shi- 
buya, who paid his respects to 
Laine before joining the melee that 
eliminated Gordman and Goliath. 
Throughout these shenanigans, 
a man who'd play a very important 
part in the Battle Royal before it 
would end, Ripper Collins, success- 
fully avoided elimination by hiding

whenever he could, avoiding con- 
tact with other wrestlers. At one 
time he even sneaked out of the 
ring —but was not seen leaving or 
returning. 

John Tolos thought he’d found a 
friend when Dutch Savage helped 
John dump Mil Mascaras and then 
Francisco Flores, but Tolos was in 
turn belted silly by Savage, who 
really seemed to be enjoying him- 
self. After Savage had taken care 
of the Golden Greek, he went after 
Shibuya, stomping on his bare feet 
with his heavy boots. When Kenji 
couldn’t take anymore—a right to 
the jaw flattened him and Savage 
pinned him. 

Dutch then took care of both 
Tony Rocco and Raul Mata while 
Bruno Sammartino. and Salvator 
Lothario dumped the remaining 
Japanese contender—Saito. Savy- 
age went after Bruno, and while 
Sammartino’s back was _ turned, 
up popped Ripper Collins, who al- 
most tore Salvator Lothario’s head 
off. 

With the field substantially re- 
duced, Collins made up for lost 
time and took out both Earl May- 
nard and Dory Dixon with a little 
help, of course, from Dutch Sav- 
age, who was everywhere. Mean- 
while, Laine, who had never been 
counted out, revived and headed 
right for Dutch. It was a mistake. 








Dutch ravaged the Cowboy and 
Laine looked like he’d reached 
the end of the trail. 

He was saved, momentarily, by 
Rocky Johnson. But Johnson, Say- 
age and Laine got all tangled up in 
a heap and rolled out of the ring 
and out of contention. 

That left the two men who had 
been staging their own private war 
off in a corner—Sammartino and 
Ripper Collins. These two had been 
going at it like cavemen for about 
five minutes, not particularly in- 
terested in what was going on 
around them. Suddenly, they no- 
ticed they were the only ones left. 

Bruno softened Ripper up with 


a few bodyslams. It was the be- 
ginning of the end. Sammartino 
picked Collins up in his crushing 
bear hug, shaking him around like 
a pencil. Collins had no choice. 
He had to concede—and Bruno 
dropped him like a sack of wheat. 
It was all over. Bruno Sammartino 
was the champion—and $11,000 
winner—of the third annual Olymp- 
ic Battle Royal! 

“Man I’m glad Collins didn’t 
win it,” said Tony Rocco. “Did you 
see the way he hid during the 
match? Some guys will do any- 
thing for that kind of money. I’m 
glad Bruno gave it to him.”

Firpo made short work of Manny 
Soto as he downed the popular Latin 
star with his “Argentinian Backbreak- 
er.” King Curtis unmercifully beat the 
daylights out of Tomas Marin and 
scored successfully in his Garden re- 
turn. 

The man who captured everyone's 
fancy, however, was Sonny “Show- 
boat” King.

Ladd. 

Victor Rivera, no newcomer to any

It was quite ob- 
vious to the thousands of fans watch- 
ing that Tanaka had hidden some of 
his ceremonial salt in his trunks for 
use later on in the match. But neither 
Pedro nor referee Dick Kroll were 
aware of that fact.

pileup even though Debbie Johnson is 
rushing in to try and prevent it. 





“When you're wrestling in a match 
in which the three other girls are 
considered yillains, you sort of get 
caught up in the spirit of things your- 
self,” Debbie remembered. “I had no 
particular plans to wrestle in one way 
or another. But the way the match 
developed, I had to resort to their 
tactics in order to save my own skin.” 

Debbie opened the match against 
Peggy Patterson and was battered 
from ringpost to ringpost. But true to 
her style, she always, tried to keep 
her tactics strictly on the up and up. 
It cost her. Moolah and Patterson 
took the first fall. And between falls, 
Debbie received a tongue-lashing 
from her partner, Paula Kaye. 

“I think I scared her more than 
Moolah and Patterson,” Paula said, 
recalling the incident. “I really yelled 
at her and told her the facts of life. 
I told her if she ever thought of 
making it big she'd have to learn how 
to fight fire with fire. ‘Do you think 
anybody’s gonna remember you after 
tonight?” I asked her. ‘Of course 
not! You're just another girl who 
lost to Moolah. You let them kick 
you around like a football. If you 
don't shape up in this match you 
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Debbie's facial expression 
anticipates the worst as 
Peggy Patterson slams her 
to the canvas. Debbie, to 
her dismay, found out she 
got more recognition after 
wrestling like a maniac in 
this match than she had in 
all her previous matches, 
in which she'd stuck to 
the rules. Since then, she 
has wrestled ruthlessly on 
some occasions and grappled 
scientifically on others. 


deserve to stay a small-timer.’ I even 
said I'd get even with her in the 
dressing room if we lost this match.” 

The tongue-lashing had quite an 
effect on Debbie. When Paula Kaye 
tagged her during the second fall, 
Debbie charged into the ring like a 
runaway train. She whipped Moolah 
into the ropes and kicked her in the 
stomach when she bounced off. She 
raked her nails across her face and 
stomped on her. When Peggy Patter- 
son came in she received the same 
treatment. The crowd suddenly came 
alive. Who was this spitfire? 

Debbie and Paula took the second 
fall and again there was a heated 
conference between falls. But this 
time the screaming was coming from 
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Moolah’s corner as she let Peggy 
Patterson have it. The third fall 
promised to be wild. 

It was. 

The four tigresses turned the third 
fall into a no-holds-barred, hair- 
pulling, barroom brawl. Even referee 
Mel Johnson found himself being 
battered around. And right there in 
the middle was Debbie Johnson, 
slugging away like a raging maniac. 

“It turned into a battle for sur- 
vival,” Debbie noted. “The referee 
got Peggy Patterson and I back to our 
corners, but all hell broke loose again 
when Paula whipped Moolah into my 
corner. 

“‘Hold her!’ Paula yelled to me. 
Without thinking, I wrapped her legs

around the ropes so she couldn't get 
loose, held my arm around her throat 
and slugged away with my free hand. 
Suddenly it dawned on me. What was 
I doing? This is the Fabulous Moolah 
I've got here. If she ever gets out 
she'll kill me! 

“For a second I stopped and just 
froze. Moolah turned around. 
‘You're finished you punk!’ she 
yelled. That snapped me out of it 
and I blew up. Here was the cham- 
pion of the world, a wrestler known 
by every fan in the country. She had 
everything I wanted. Who was she to 
call me a punk? I was crazy with 
anger.” 

Debbie pulled Moolah backwards

bled off the ropes and out of the 
ring. Again holding her by the hair, 
Debbie smashed Moolah—face 
first—into the ringpost. The crowd 
was stunned as Debbie, supposedly 
the only scientific wrestler in this 
battle, had turned more vicious than 
the other three put together! 

The referee finally pulled Debbie 
off Moolah while Paula Kaye took 
care of Peggy Patterson. The lamb 
had turned into a tigress and Moolah 
and Patterson were beaten. And as 
Paula Kaye and Debbie Johnson 
walked back to the dressing room— 
the crowd buzzed. 

“Listen to ‘em,’ Paula said to 
Debbie. “You hear that? They're 
talking about you. I bet nobody 


here tonight will forget Debbie John- 
son for a long time!” 

Debbie thought about those re- 
marks afterwards. “I even had trou- 
ble falling asleep that night,” she 
remembered. “I had a lot of decisions 
to make. Everything Paula told me 
was right. You don't get the respect 
of someone as great as the Fabulous 
Moolah by being nice. I treated her 
as if she was a nobody. And she didn’t 
like it. But she respected me for it. 

“On the other hand, for those two 
falls I had turned into an animal like 
so many of those other wrestlers I 
swore I'd never be like. Was that the 
answer? Did I have to become a ruth- 
less animal in order to get attention? 
Because if that’s what I have to do

I'll do it!” 

Debbie has wrestled a few more 
times since that tag team match 
against Moolah and Patterson. And 
word of that brawl had evidently 
gotten around. People began to no- 
tice her. And she kept the interest 
going by acting like a New York City 
mugger in some matches and a heay- 
enly angel in others. The fans never 
knew which Debbie Johnson they 
were going to see. But they all want- 
ed to find out. 

Debbie still has a ways to go be- 
fore she becomes as famous as 
Moolah or Paula Kaye or Vivian 
Vachon or Ann Casey or any of the 
top stars. But she’s no longer an 
unknown, As we said at the begin- 
ning of this story—remember her 
name. You'll be hearing a lot more 
about Debbie Johnson—the young- 
ster who doesn’t want to wait for 
stardom!

AK SONG WILL do a lot for a 

friend. To those people he likes, 
the Korean giant is known as some- 
one you can depend upon in a pinch. 
But from now on, Song may think 
twice about volunteering to step in 
and help a friend—especially when 
that friend is Hiro Matsuda. Mat- 
suda almost got Song killed. 

Dory Funk Sr. and Matsuda have 
had a strong dislike for each other 
for quite awhile. And Dory had just 
been itching for a chance to get Mat- 
suda in the ring. But Hiro wanted no 
part of Funk and wasn’t afraid to let 
everyone know it, 

But pressure from promoters and 


Korean giant Pak Song agreed to do a small favor for his 
friend, Hiro Matsuda. And before he knew it he wound up 
in the middle of a battle with the Funks!

the lure of a special cash prize was 
too much for Matsuda to overlook. 
He agreed to a match against Funk 
—only if his buddy, Pak Song, could 
be in his corner as a second. 

Dory was so happy to finally get a 
crack at Matsuda he agreed, and sug- 
gested that son Terry Funk might 
just pop around to his corner to kind 
of even things off. That’s the way it 
all began. 

The wrestlers were called in for a 
routine contract signing. Song should 
have read the fine print. Because 
Matsuda had a special clause put in 
saying that if either he or Funk 
couldn't show up—the corner man 
would substitute. Both Dory Sr. and 
Pak Song should have realized then 
that Matsuda had no intention of 
showing up. 

Sure enough, shortly before it was 
time for the match to begin, Matsuda 
could not be found. He hadn’t been 
to the dressing room and nobody 
knew where he was. A few minutes 
later, Song was called to the phone. 

“Tt was Matsuda,” he said, “and he 


told me he has the flu. He tried to 
come tonight but he has a high fever 
and his doctor told him not to wres- 
tle. He waited until the last minute 


. hoping the fever would break, but it 


didn’t. He asked me if I wouldn't 
mind substituting for him and apol- 
ogized for not being able to make it. 
“T went to the promoter and ex- 
plained what happened. I told him 
I'd be willing to substitute for Mat- 
suda. He told me I had no choice. 
According to the contract [ had to 
substitute for Matsuda. And I 
thought I was doing the guy a favor! 
“Since that would leave nobody 
in my corner, I asked Sakaguchi if 





he’d be my second. He agreed and 
the promoter went next door to tell 
the Funks what happened.” 

“When I found out that Matsuda 
had chickened out again I was angry 
as I could be,” remembered Dory 
Sr. “I was seeing red. He had the 
flu like my pet calf had the flu. But 
there was nothing I could do. The 
contracts had been signed. I had to 
wrestle Pak Song. I vowed I'd rough 
Song up as much as I could to show 
all the wrestlers what happens to 
you when Matsuda sends you to do 
his dirty work for him.” 

Funk didn’t wait long to prove his 
point. He caught one of Song’s karate 
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Pak Song, who agreed to fill in for Hiro Matsuda, shoulder blocks 
Dory Funk Sr. (below) before Dory lowered the boom on Song. Left: 
Terry Funk, whom Song wrestled in place of Matsuda the following 
week, brings the Korean to his knees with a kick to the stomach. 
This is the match that got Song involved in the six-man revenge 
tag team bout against the Funks—a match he wanted no part of! 


chops in his hands and whipped the 
giant into the corner turnbuckle— 
face first. And Song came out of the 
corner looking like he’d stuck his 
face into a meat grinder. Despite 
the blood streaming down his face, 
Song continued karate chopping 
Dory until he got him on the deck. 
Then he stomped on him and finally 
picked him up and sent him over the 
ropes and out of the ring. 

The two battled as much outside 
the ring as they did inside. And Song 
wasn't doing too well. Seeing this, 
Sakaguchi ran over to give him some 
help and together they battered Funk 
around like a toy. 

Terry Funk wasn’t about to watch 
his father get pulverized by these 
two. It took him only about five sec- 
onds to get around to the side of the 
ring*where the action was taking 
place. And as Dory got even with 
Sakaguchi, Terry smashed Pak Song 
into the post again and even more 
blood started to flow! 

The whole thing was getting out 
of hand now and the only thing the 
referee could do was count. So he 
did. And since none of the four, who 
were still battling outside the ring, 
cared to surrender, everyone was 
disqualified. But of the four, it was

Song who took the beating. 

His problems didn’t end there. The 
following week, Matsuda again call- 
ed in sick. And again Pak Song sub- 
stituted—this time against Terry 
Funk. 

Terry asked permission to wear a

special karate collar designed to pro- 
tect a nerve in his neck that Song 
injured the week before when they 
battled outside the ring. Permission 
was granted, and although it was 
ruled that karate would be allowed, 
Terry felt safe enough with the col-

lar. 

Again Song went through the worst 
of it as Terry wiped up the mat with 
the big Korean. But like the previous 
week, Sakaguchi again came to his 
rescue, and together the Orientals 
ganged up on Terry. This time there 





was no Dory Sr. around to help. And 
even though he was declared the win- 
ner, Terry wound up as the victim 
of one of the most vicious assaults 
ever seen—evyen by Texas standards. 
So partially, at least, Pak Song had 
gotten a measure of revenge.

The following week was supposed 
to see a title match between Mat- 
suda and Dory Jr. But when Dory 
Jr. and Dory: Sr. heard what happen- 
ed to Terry, they both flew back to 
Amarillo and demanded that a three- 
man tag team bout be set up between 
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the Funks and Pak Song, Sakaguchi 
and Hiro Matsuda. 

Since Matsuda had missed two 
consecutive scheduled appearances 
(because he didn’t want to tangle 
with the Funks), the N.W.A. ruled 
that he’d have to participate in the 
three-man match before he'd be al- 
lowed a shot at Dory Jr.’s title. Mat- 
suda fussed and fumed but it did him 
no good. However, as fate would 
have it, Matsuda got off lucky. For 
when the trios squared off—it was 
once again poor Pak Song who got 
the worst of it. 

Because of the beating Song and 
Sakaguchi had given Terry, the 
Funks (Dory Sr. and Jr.) had forgot- 
ten about their feud with Matsuda 
and concentrated on Song and Saka- 
guchi. And Matsuda, who, if noth- 
ing else, is clever, stayed outside 
the ring most of the time, again let- 
ting his good friends, Song and Saka- 
guchi, take the punishment for him. 

After the match ended with Terry 
pinning Song and Dory Jr. putting 
the Spinning Toehold on Sakaguchi, 
Matsuda was seen headed in the gen- 
eral direction of the dressing room 
with Dory Sr. hot on his trail! 

“That's the last time I'll do a favor 
for Matsuda,” said an angry Pak 
Song afterwards. “First I agree to 
stay in his corner during a match he 
has no intention of wrestling in. I 
wind up with nine stitches. All right, 
I said. Those things happen. Then I 
agree to substitute the following

week—and I get disqualified when 
Sakaguchi comes in to help. And 
what’s worse, that gets me involved 
in a feud with the Funks which I 
don’t want any part of anyway. I 
wind up wrestling in a three-man 
match, but I figure at least Matsuda 
will be there. They made him post a 
$1,000 appearance bond, you know. 





So he shows up all right. But he 
spends most of the time in the corner 
refusing to tag. And when we get in 
trouble he takes off for the dressing 
room. And then, to top it all off, he 
gets a title match with Dory Funk Jr. 
the following week! 

“Do me a favor. Don’t ever men- 
tion that bum’s name to me again!" [] 
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But the most disappointed wres- 
tler in the Battle Royal had to be 
Dutch Savage, probably the man 
who'd done the most damage. 

“What a lousy, rotten, stinking 
break,” Savage moaned after it 
was over. “I dump a million guys 
out of there and don’t win. That 
lousy Johnson cost me the $11,000. 
I had Laine all but out and he had 
to stick his two cents in and try to 
rescue him. We got all tangled up 
and the next thing I know I hit my 
head on the floor and both Laine 
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Bruno (left) looks 
around and finds 
only Ripper Collins 
remaining.

and Johnson are lying on top of 
me. If it wasn’t for Johnson I would 
have won. He would have gone 
next, me and Ripper could have 
handled that slob Sammartino and 
then I would have finished Collins 
off.” 

“What did he expect me to do,” 
Johnson asked, “stand around and 
watch him dump Frankie and then 
come after me? When I saw him 
and Laine on the mat near the cor- 
ner I figured it was a chance to 
eliminate them both.” 
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Sammartino, who never gets a 
chance to participate in Battle 
Royals in New York where they’re 
outlawed, said he was surprised 
at winning. “At first I was a little 
confused,” Bruno chuckled, “what 
with 22 wrestlers and all.

“T learned an awful lot wrestling a veteran 
like Savoldi the first time out,” Joe noted. 
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So many readers write in asking how to 
become a professional wrestler that we 
decided to de something about it. Joe 
Nova, a veteran of just three pro 
matches, agreed to tell his story to give 
hopefuls an idea of how to do it—and 


what to expect. 





Jc NOVA HAS had all of three 
matches. He has won them all. 
But he is still a green, raw rookie who 
gets very nervous whenever he en- 
ters the ring. 

Joe's background is interesting. He 
was a wrestling fan who, like so many 
other wrestling fans, decided he want- 
ed to become a professional wrestler. 
So he did something about it. And 
since so many of you have asked how 
to get into wrestling, Joe agreed to 
tell how he did it. 

“| was in junior high school and | 
used to watch wrestling on television 
all the time," Joe remembered. “I 
thought being a wrestler would be the 
greatest thing ever. So | joined the 


wrestling team in my school and when 
| went to high school | joined the high 
school wrestling team. ; 

“Now let me say that up until that 
time | had never wrestled in my life. 
| had to start from scratch. The only 
thing | had going for me was weight. 
| weighed 250 pounds when | was in 
high school. But when | started it was 
just flab—not muscle as it is now. Any- 
way, weight doesn’t really matter un- 
less you know how to use it properly. 
So when | began, it’s safe to say | was 
just another overweight kid who 
thought he wanted to be a wrestler. 

“| wasn't very good in junior high 
school because | was first starting to 
learn. But by the time | got to high 





school | had grown to 6-2 and was 
250 pounds. By that time | had learn- 
ed how to use my weight to my advan- 
tage. But | still wasn't that good. In 
fact, in my first year of high school 
competition, | bombed out because | 
was too clumsy. But | knew that each 
match was a learning process and 
wasn't about to give up. Soon it all 
began to come together. As a senior 
| was undefeated and came in third 
in state competition. 

“When | got out of high school and 
got into college | continued wrestling. 
For four years | practiced what | learn- 
ed and perfected the holds | knew 
best. All the time | was still thinking 
of becoming a professional wrestler. 
It was always in the back of my mind! 
Whenever | saw other kids going on 
dates or goofing off and | was stuck 
in the gym working out—! just kept 
thinking about becoming a profession- 
al wrestler and that kept me going. 

“After completing a successful col- 
lege career | joined a local amateur 
wrestling club for about three years. 
During this time | met a Japanese 
gentleman who got me interested in 
judo. Since amateur wrestling is only

seasonal and there are no tourna- 
ments, | decided to take up judo, 
which is an all-year-round sport. | 
worked out three hours a day. 

“As it turned out, it was a big help 
in my wrestling career. In judo, | learn- 
ed quite a bit about the Greco-Roman 
style of wrestling, which is basically 
arm and hand techniques. In judo you 
learn balance, pressure points and 
other things that helped me very 
much.” 

But it’s still a long way from college, 
A.A.U. and judo to the professional 
ranks. And Joe waited a long time be- 
fore he tried to break into the pros. 
He wanted to make sure he was ready. 

“| enjoyed judo so much that | be- 
gan teaching it in school. For awhile 
it seemed | had stumbled into a good 
career. But | knew that if | didn't give 
professional wrestling a try I'd always 
wonder whether or not | could have 
made it. The judo job was safe, but | 
was really postponing the inevitable. 
Finally, | realized that | could go only 
so far career and money-wise as a 
judo instructor. Since | was still ‘hip- 
ped up’ about wrestling | decided it 
was now or never. | had to get a try- 
out. 

“Let me say now that if you have 
no amateur or college wrestling back- 
ground, don't even bother to try and 
break into the professional ranks. It 
may look easy, but it’s not. Luckily 
for me, my Japanese judo professor 
had a contact with a local wrestling 
promoter. | told the man | wanted to 
try a shot in the pros and he passed 
the word along to the promoter. He 
agreed to give me a tryout. But it 
wouldn't be for six months. 

“For those six months | did nothing 
but practice. | studied every move, 
every escape. | wrestled every chance 
| got. | didn't stop for a minute. 

“About six months later, the promo- 
ter called and told me he arranged 
for my first professional bout. It was 
against Juan Caruso in North Attle- 
boro, Massachusetts. It wasn’t Madi- 
son Square Garden but it was a start. 

“There is nothing to describe what 
you go through before that first bout. 
| was scared no end. It was totally dif- 
ferent from anything I'd ever experi- 
enced in the amateurs. Even the 
crowd is different. They'd never seen 
me before, but they booed the hell 
out of Caruso and cheered me like | 
was a big hero. 

“But even before that, the feeling 
| had is difficult to describe. | got to 
the arena three hours early and imme- 
diately changed into my wrestling 
gear. That’s when the waiting began. 
| stood up. | sat down. | walked around. 
| took a drink of water. | tried to read 
a newspaper. | couldn't. | combed my 
hair. | went nuts looking for things to

do. Other wrestlers began drifting in- 
to the dressing room. | recognized 
them. But should | speak to them? 
How did they treat rookies? Would 
they think | had a lot of nerve? | de- 
cided against it. 

“Luckily, | was in one of the pre- 
liminary matches so | didn’t have to 
wait too long. | might have gone nuts 
if | had to stay in that dressing room 
much longer. As it turned out, | put 
on a jacket and watched the first two 
bouts from the dressing room tunnel. 

“Well, | beat Caruso, but | was so 
nervous | couldn't tell you how | did 
it. | don't remember anything about 
the match. | remember climbing into 
the ring and | remember the referee 
raising my hand afterwards. In be- 
tween | remember nothing.

Now 
he's glad he didn’t give up. 


“Since then I've had two more 
matches and I’ve won them both. I'm 
still nervous before a match and | 
guess | will be for a long time.” 

By the time this story is published, 
Joe Nova will have had more than 
three matches. It's too early to say 
he has or hasn't made it, but he did 
persevere and give his dream a 
chance. After what he’s been through, 
would he advise other youngsters 
with similar dreams to try it? 

“If you have the desire | think you 
should follow it,” Joe said. “With all 
the sacrifices you have to make you'll 
soon find out if you really had the de- 
sire you thought you had. | think any 
youngster who thinks he wants to be 
a professional wrestler should go to 
the matches, watch them carefully 
and learn the moves. He should join 
an amateur club, and if there are none 
around, let him start one. There are 
plenty of teachers and coaches in the 
high schools and Y.M.C.A.’s who will 
help. He should wrestle whenever and 
wherever he can—except in the 
streets, of course. Join your school 
team and if you're not good enough— 
make yourself good enough. When 
you finally think you're good enough, 
write to the local wrestling promoter 
and ask for a tryout. But as | said be- 
fore—if you don't have any amateur 
background—you might as well forget 
it.”

in a championship, two-out-of-three- 
fall match in the near future! 

“We had a point to make and we 
made it,” Marino said afterwards. 
“We didn't beat the Kangaroos. We 
came within one count of that and 
would have beaten them if Costello 
hadn't interfered. But we proved 
they can be beaten and that were

Kangaroo manager George Cannon was tricked when he signed for his men 
to meet “The Italians.”

the guys who can beat them. We've 
got their number now and you can 
bet Cannon knows it.” 


Costello set Tony Marino up for the 
Boomerang.

And that’s 
how it ended—a draw. But the 14,000 
fans, Marino and Parisi, and, the 
Fabulous Kangaroos as well, knew 
that the champions had just received 
a wrestling lesson. So sensational 
were Marino and Parisi—they were 
guaranteed a shot at the Kangaroos 


Cannon, who kept his wrestlers be- 
hind locked doors for 45 minutes 
after the match, refused to admit 
that the Italians were that good. 
“This was an example of sheer, un- 
adulterated luck—the most fantas- 
tic set of unbelievable circumstances 
I've ever seen,” Crybaby said after- 
wards. “Those two slobs just wrestled 
way over their heads—it'll never hap- 
pen again—and my Kangaroos had a 
bit of an off night. Still, they couldn't 
defeat us. We were never in any se- 
rious danger. The reason it might 
have seemed that way is that nobody 
expected a pair of pineapples like 
those two to even /ast 15 minutes.

me because I’m a Russian. I ask 
them if they're proud to be Ameri- 
cans and they say they are. So why 
is it so strange for a man from the 
Soviet Union to be proud to be a 
Russian? I do not hate them because 
they are proud to be Americans. 
Everybody should have pride in his 
country. Yet they hate me for havy- 
ing pride in mine.” 

Despite all the obstacles Koloff 
and The Big K face, neither has any 
doubts that Ivan will again soon 
wear a championship belt. 

“Ivan may be a Russian but he’s 
going about winning the champion- 
ship in the American way,” The 
Big K noted. “He started at the bot- 
tom and is working his way up. He’s 
wrestling everybody and he’s beat- 
ing them fairly and squarely.

be fair. But after this unprovoked at- 
tack—an attack where I couldn’t 
defend myself because I was hand- 
cuffed to the very man who con- 
trols this maniac—I can no longer 
stand by and be objective. I want The 
Sheik’s blood.”
